TRIAL OPENS, 


FIRST WITNESS 
TAKES THE STAND 


Assistant Collector of 
Revenue Called to 
Identify Records—Jury 
Chosen in Less Than 
2 1-2 Hours. 


" Thomas E. Copley, assistant 
collector of internal revenue here, 
was the first prosecution witness 
today in the trial of former In- 
ternal Revenue Collector James 
P. Finnegan on charges of accept- 
ing bribes and other misconduct 
in office. 

- He was called to identify rec- 
ords which wil be used to trace 
various tran---tiors after United 
States Attorney George L. Rob- 
ertson reviewed ‘he charges in 
the indict nent. . The trial is be- 
ing held in the court of United 


States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen. 

A jury was speedily selected 
this morning. Sixty extra venire- 
men had been summoned, mak- 
ing a total of 90 prospective 
jurors available. Because Finne- 
gan has a wide acquaintanceship 
and his friends would be ruled 
out,-it had been thought it might 
take as long as two days to pick 
a jury, but the job was com- 
pleted in less than two and one- 
half hours. 

Of the first 42 prospective 
jurors called up, 10 were elimi- 
nated by Judge Hulen—four be- 
cause of friendship with the de- 
fendant, another four because 
they said they already had formed 
opinions about the case, and two 
because “an unpleasant tax ex- 
perience” in the collector's office 
might have prejudiced them. 


Full Number Struck Off. 

From the remaining group at- 
torneys selected 12 jurors and 
two alternates who will fill in if 
illness develops during the trial. 
The prosecution had the right to 
strike off six veniremen in per- 
emptory challenges, and tHe de- 
fense was entitled to 10 strikes. 
Each side used its full number 
of strikes. 

The jury, which includes one 
woman, will not be locked up at 
night, Judge Hulen announced, 
but he warned the jurors not to 
read or listen to any news con- 
cerning the case. 

. When the case was called for 
trial, Defense Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton filed motions for an in- 
definite continuance and for sev- 
erance of the joined charges. Both 
motions were overruled. 

. Newspapers have published ar- 
ticles which were “very critical” 
of Finnegan and which praised 
both the grand jury that indicted 
him and the judge (George H. 
Moore) who charged the grand 
jury to investigate reports of ir- 
regularities in the income tax 
office, Blanton stated.

The pilot trie@ to make it back 
to the Nice airport after the two 
engines failed, A wing tip brushed 
the ground and the, airliner 
crashed in La Valentine valley, 
only a half-mile from the airport, 
and burned. 

Harriet Toby, 22 years old, 
a native of New York City whose 
name in private life was Harriet 
Katzmann, was the dancer killed. 
Last night she had danced in the 
Spanish ballet “Of Love and 
Death.” 

The passengers included, be- 
sides Miss Katzmann, 11 Britons, 
two Belgians and an Italian. The 
rest were French. Most were re- 
turning from a winter holiday on 
the Riviera. 

Lise Topart, 24, and Michele 
Verly, 41, were the French ac- 
tresses killed. 

Miss Katzmann barely caught 
the plane. She missed the regu- 
lar bus from Nice to the airport, 
so she raced to the field in her 
own automobile and arrived just 
in time for the take-off. ;

No Debate as‘ Kinney 
Calls Up Controversial 
Measure — Advocates 
Estimate Increases 


at $7,000,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3 
(AP)—A controversial bus and 
truck fee bill—one of the hottest 
issues before the Missouri legis- 
lature—was passed by the Senate 
today, 25-5. 

It now goes to the Governor, 
who has campaigned throughout 
his term for some such legislation 
to .provide more revenue for 
roads. 

There was no debate when Sen- 
ator Michael Kinney (Dem.), St. 
Louis, called up the bill that 
threw the legislature into turmoil 
last year. The Senate calmly 
adopted a conference committee 
version of the measure, already 
adopted by the House, then 


passed it on to the Governor's 


desk. 
Five Republicans Against It. 


The only Senators voting 
against it were five Republicans— 
Senators Arkley Frieze of Car- 
thage, Meredith Garten of Pierce 
City, C. R. Hawkins of Brumley, 
Robert H. Linneman of _ St. 
Charles and R. Jasper Smith of 
Springfield. 

The bill raises bus and truck 
fees generally., The estimated 
total revenue is not certain, but 
sponsors have reckoned it will 
produce about $7,000,000 to $8,- 
000,000 more a year than buses 
and trucks now pay to use Mis- 
souri roads. 

That would provide annual rev- 
enue of between $11,000,000 and 
$12,000,000 from the big carriers. 

Passenger license fees will re- 
main unchanged. 

Linked to Gasoline Tax Bill. 

The bill is one of two major 
bills designed to raise additional 
road revenues to help finance the 
proposed 10-year, $557,500,000 
state highway expansion and im- 
provement program. 

The other, still pe in the 
Senate, would raise an additional 
$12,500,000 a year by increasing 
the state gasoline tax from 2 to 
3 cents a gallon. 

The license fee hikes provided 
in the measure represent a com- 
promise between th figures pre- 
viously approved by the House 
and Senate. A Senate-House Con- 
ference Committee worked out 
the new fee schedule as it was 
finally accepted by the House last 
December and the Senate today. 

Maximum Truck Fee $600. 

Under the measure, the maxi- 
mum license plate fees for the 
heavy trucks will be increased 
from $200 to $600 a year. The 
new fees will start at $20 and are 
graduated upward, depending 
upon the weight of the truck and 
its maximum load. 

The new fees for local delivery 
and drayage trucks, which oper- 
ate only in the large cities and 
their metropolitan area, will 
range from $15 to $200 a year, 
depending upon weight. 

The fees for commercial busses, 
now based on weight, will be 
shifted to a passenger capacity 
basis under the new measure. It 
is expected that the change will 
result in a slight increase in 
charges on these carriers.

ANTI- GAMBLING 
BILL AND SENDS 
HT 10 GOVERNOR 


Makes It Misdemeanor to 
Sell or Handle Slot 
Machines, Roulette 
Wheels, Lottery De- 
vices Etc.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3— 
The Senate today passed and sent 
to the Governor an anti-gambling 
bill which had been blocked in 
the Senate last week by a House 
amendment. 

Making one of the most im- 
portant revisions in Missouri’s 
antiquated criminal code in many 
years, the bill would make it a 
misdemeanor to _ sell, possess, 
store of transport slot machines, 
punchboards roulette wheels, lot- 
tery tickets and “any other gam- 
bling device or equipment.” 

The bill, applies only to intra- 
‘state transactions. 

House Change Included. 

Passage of the bill was blocked 
last week when the Senate re- 
fused to concur in a House 
amendment to the bill. On re- 
consideration today, however, the 
House amendment was adopted 
and the bill passed by a vote of 
23 to 5. 

Four St. Louis senators voted 
against the bill. They were Harry 
J. Byrne, David A. Hess, William 
E. Hilsman and Edward J. Hogan, 
all Democrats. The fifth “no” 
vote was cast by Senator William 
H. Robinett, (Rep.) of Mountain 
Grove. 

Among those voting for the bill 
were Senators Robert Pentland, 
Michael Kinney and Anthony M. 
Webbe, all Democrats of St. 
Louis. 

Senator Richard J. Chamier, 
Democratic majority leader, urg- 
ing passage of the bill last week, 
said it would “strike a death 
blow at the policy rackets which 
flourish in Kansas City and St. 
Louis.” He added the bill’s pas- 
sage had been blcoked by “a 
wrecking crew” of State senators 
serving the interests of organized 
gamblers and ignoring the wel- 
fare of Missouri’s citizens, 


U.S. GAMBLING TAX 
SURVIVES TEST IN 
SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
—The new federal gambling tax 
weathered a Supreme Court test 
today. The high tribunal upheld 
a lower court’s refusal to rule 
on constitutionality of the new 
tax. 

Today’s action was on a re- 
quest that the high court review 
and overturn a decision by a 
special three-judge U. S: District 
Court here. The special court dis- 
missed a test case on the ground 
it was being asked to issue an 
injunction to protect a criminal 
enterprise. 

The Supreme Court in a brief 
order announced its agreement 
with the step taken by the three 
judges. The high tribunal's vote 
was 6 to 3. 

The special court commented 
that it thought the gambling tax 
law was constitutional, but said 
it was not necessary to discuss 
the constitutional issue since the 
case was being dismissed on an- 
other ground. 

The test case was begun by 
Hayes L. Combs, Negro news 
vendor of Washington. He argued 
the act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it amounted to a penalty 
in the guise of taxes. The act 
requires gamblers to buy a $50 
occupational stamp and pay to 
the Government 10 per cent on 
all wagers. 


TWO ST, BERNARD DOGS LOST 
IN SNOWDRIFT, RETURNED HOME 


PHILADELPHIA, March 3 (UP) 
—Two St. Bernard dogs who got 
lost in a West Philadelphia snow 
drift were returned to their 
owner today. 

The dogs, whose ancestors 
made a specialty of carrying 
wine casks and rescuing lost trav- 
elers in the Alps, were found 
hungry, shivering and ashamed 
yesterday in a drift outside the 
home of Edward A. Sprague. 

He called the Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals 
after the animals gulped four 
cans of dog food and a pail of 
water. 

Mrs. Stella Jozwiak, who lives 
five blocks from Sprague, claimed 
the dogs this morning. She could 
not explain why the five-block 
trudge through the snow had 
tired the descendants of Alpine 
heroes.

WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
-—A Missouri law which requires 


that employers give their workers 
four hours off with pay on elec- 
tion days was upheld by the Su- 
preme Court today. 

The court was told 24 other 
states have similar laws, although 
not all of them require that work- 
ers be paid for time taken off to 
vote. 

Justice Douglas delivered the 
8-to-1 decision, in which Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justices Black, 
Frankfurter, Reed, Minton, Clark 
and Burton concurred. Justice 
Jackson dissented. 

The law says voters must be 
excused from work for a four- 
hour period between ¢he time of 
opening and closing of the polls. 
It permits the employer to specify 
the four-hour period, says em- 
ployes may not be docked for 
absence during that period, and 
provides a fine of up to $500 for 
employers.

Saturday. Some political leaders 
had wanted him to dissolve Par- 
liament and cali new elections.

Virtual State of Emergency Caused 
By Bubonic Plague in North Korea

Premier on Peiping Radio Reports Medical 
‘Mobilization’ — Danger to U.N. 
Prisoners Pointed Out. 


—The Communist Peiping radio 
said today Gen. Kim Il Sung, 
Premier of North Korea, had is- 
sued a decree placing the country 
in a virtual state of emergency to 
combat bubonic plague. 


The broadcast said the decree 
ordered a national extraordinary 
anti-epidemic committee, the Min- 
istry of Health, the army medical 
bureau and other government 
agencies to “‘mobilize all forces” 
to wipe out germ-carrying insects. 


The Reds persistently accused 
the United States of causing the 
plague by dropping germs behind 
Red lines. The United Nations 
Command has denied the charge 
as simply a “cover-up” for an 
epidemic of natural causes. 

In another Peiping broadcast, 
Red propagandist Wilfred Bur- 
chett was quoted as saying “4000 
United Nations prisoners of war 
will have to. take their chance 
with the rest of Korean village 
dwellers in the horrors of a 
plague epidemic.” 

Burehett, correspondent for 
Paris Ce Soir, said plague-bearing 
fleas were dropped near Panmun- 
jom, site of the Korean armistice 
negotiations.

But a compromise measure, 
sponsored chiefly by Senator 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Interior Committee, was gain- 
ing strength. This would vest 
ownership and control in the Fed- 
eral Government for five years, 
pending more specific legislation 
by Congress. 

Duripg those five years, the 
Federal Government would be 
empowered to grant leases for oil 
exploration and exploitation, in- 
stead of the involved states. But 
fo permit could be issued for 
drilling in the marginal sea, be- 
tween low tide and the thxee-mile 
limit, without the consent of the 
adjoining state. This, in effect, 
would give California, Texas and 
Louisiana a veto over such per- 
mits. As to revenue, the Federal 
Government would get a little 
less than two-thirds, the adjoin- 
ing state the balance. 

Over the years, as detailed in 
the past by the Post-Dispatch, 
many fantastic claims have been 
made by proponents of state own- 
ership, including widely-circulat- 
ed accusations that the Federal 
Government planned to seize the 
states’ harbors, cities and inland 
waters in a sort of bureaucratic 
putsch. 

Letter by Californian. 

A new twist on this came to- 
day with the circularization of a 
letter by Representative Samuel 
W. Yorty (Dem.), California, a 
member of the House Public 
Lands Committee. Yorty issued 
a clarion call to emotional arms 
by. warning that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is trying to turn “our 
bays and channels” into high 
seas” for the unrestricted use of 
‘both friendly and unfriendly na- 
tions.” 

The word “unfriendly” was un- 
derscored, with the plain impli- 
cation that enemy warships and 
submarines would be enabled by 
the Washington bureaucracy to 
slip deep into the heart of the 
harbors and inland waters, unless 
thé individual ‘militant states are 
left free to protect the country’s 
vital coastline. It is the first time 
that Communism, at least ob- 
liquely, has colored the so-called 
tidelands oil fight. 

“The State and Justice De- 
partments,” wrote irate Represen- 
tative Yorty, “are taking it upon 
themselves to sacrifice our vital 
interest in a properly protected 
coastline. They are doing this to 
get control of lands underlying 
inland waters while piously dis- 
claiming any intention of doing 
so. Their scheme calls for de- 
fining coastal inland waters so 
narrowly as to make the term 
meaningless.” 

Speech by Douglas. 

As Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.) of Illinois pointed out in 
a speech on the subject over the 
weekend, the Federal Government 
not only. makes no claim to the 
tidelands area, between low and 
high tide, but has sponsored leg- 
islation specifically renouncing all 
federal claim to that area.

I 
realize that argument cannot 
be presented in terms of slo- 
gans and catchwords, but, be- 
cause we have always attempt- 
ed to classify people into con- 
veniently labeled groups, I 
want to make clear that I am 
NOT one of the ‘International- 
ists’ in the sense that I am will- 
ing to trust America’s welfare 
to an international congress— 
just any kind.” i 

In response to a lifelong asso- 
riate who had written in Novem- 
ber, 1950, the hope that “you 
won't be talked into that Atlantic 
Pact job,” Gen. Eisenhower made 
it clear that in the absence of an 
effective United Nations as a ve- 
hicle for our foreign policy he 
was pinning his hopes on the suc- 
cess of NATO. 

“TI rather look upon this effort,” 
he said, “as about the last re- 
maining chance for the survival of 
Western ‘civilization. 

Free From Hostile Groups. 

“Our efforts in the United Na- 
tions have been defeated by ve- 
toes of hostile groups—but in the 
Atlantic Pact we are not plagued 
by: the hostile groups and are 
simply trying to work out a way 
that free countries may band to- 

ether to protect themselves... 
i believe, in my present job, I 
am supporting an effort that will 
be of unusual significance to the 
welfare of our people.” ” 

He had already—in his final 
report as Army Chief of Staff in 
1948—offered this firm statement 


. « « help to other nations must 
aim always at restoring their 
ability to support themselves. To 
make them permanently depend- 
ent upon outside help is to weak- 
en and destroy moral fibre, with- 
out which rehabilitation is im- 
possible. A _ sturdy, self-reliant 
ally is a godsend in any crisis; 
but a flabby dependent is no help 
in a fight!” 

He wrapped the basis of for- 
eign policy into these four 


sentences, taken from a message 
he sent last December to a friend 
at home: 

“From my viewpoint, foreign 
policy is, or should be, based 
primarily upon one considera- 
tion. That consideration is the 
need for the United States to 
obtain certain raw materials to 
sustain its economy, and, when 
possible, to preserve profitable 
foreign markets for our sur- 
pluses. Out of this grows the 
necessity for making certain 
that those areas of the world 
in which essential raw ma- 
terials are produced are not 
only accessible to us, but their 
populations and governments 
are willing to trade with us on 
a friendly basis. To my mind, 
this simple need, with all the 
short and long-term arrange- 
ments necessary to assure its 
fulfillment, are the things that 
should concern us in the inter- 
national field.” 

Back in November, 1950, in an- 
other letter, he dwelt at length 
on the threat of Communism, 
“ruthless in purpose and insidi- 
ous in method.” 

He stated clearly the strategic 
basis of foreign policy: to prevent 
the Eurasian land mass from be- 
ing overrun by Communist-domi- 
nated people and industry; other- 
wise, he said, the Belgian Congo, 
the Mid-East and the Suez Canal 
“would be gone.” 

“Where,” he asked, “would we 
get the materials needed for our 
existence? For making steel, for 
making atomic bombs?” 

In the same letter, Gen. Eisen- 
hower saw limits in time and 
geography to the maintenance of 
American troops abroad in con- 
nection with foreign policy.

Puerto Ricans Voting Today on New Con- 
stitution—Would Make Island a ‘Free 


Associated State’ of U. S.

JUAN, Puerto Rico, March 3. 


ODAY Puerto Ricans are voting on one of the most important 
documents in the Western Hemisphere—the new Puerto Rican 
Constitution.. This balloting is taking place in the oldest part 


of America, yet is one of the newest experiments in self-government. 
It was just a few miles from here that Christopher Columbus first 
poked the nose of his Santa Maria into the mysteries of the New 


World. 

As Columbus pioneered a new 

world, so Puerto Rico and the 
United States may be pioneering 
a new governmental system which 
may set a pattern for the Western 
Hemisphere. 
- In actual fact, the so-called 
“damn Yankees of the north” can 
be proud of what is happening 
in Puerto Rico. Here is an island 
which for four long centuries was 
under the rule of Spain, yet in 
exactly 50 years it has become 
vigorous, self-respecting, com- 
pletely democratic, loyal, and 
friendly to the United States. 

In contrast, the mother country, 
Spain, is still under a dictator- 
ship, has suffered a recent bloody 
revolution that permits no free- 
dom of the press, freedom of 
speech or religion,

“FREE ASSOCIATED STATE” 
—It is Gov. Munoz Marin who 
largely pioneered the new Puerto 
Rican Constitution being voted on 
today. This is a unique docu- 
ment, for it provides neither 
statehood nor independence for 
Puerto Rico but makes it “the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.” 
The exact language is a “free as- 
sociated state.” 

What this means is that Puerto 
Rico will remain associated with 
and part of the United States, 
free to govern itself on local prob- 
lems but subject to the tariffs of 
the United States and other 
United States laws which Con- 
gress specifies shall apply to the 
island. 

However, Puerto Rico will fix 
its own taxes. 

It will receive the protection 
of the American armed forces, 
which will use Puerto Rico as a 
base, and in most other respects 
the island will continue to be a 
part of the United States. 

This compromise was worked 
out by Democratic Senator 
Joseph O’Mahoney of Wyoming, 
Republican Senator Guy Cordon 
of Oregon and other Congressmen 
in co-operation with Puerto Rican 
leaders for two reasons:

Stevenson Victory on First Ballot 
Possible With Trumanss Backing 


Question Whether President Can Resist

HIGH drama is playing about the person of President Harry S. 
Truman these days. There is no doubt at all that until a month 
or so ago, the President was very strongly inclined to withdraw 


from the race and to back Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois for the 
Democratic nomination. Since then, all sorts of pressures have been 
brought to bear and the isolation which the White House imposes on 
any man has made him vulnerable to these pressures. 


Almost all the Democratic pro- 
fessional politicifhs privately 
believe that Truman’s renomina- 
tion would tear the party apart. 
A very large majority of these 
professionals favor the nomina- 
tion of Gov. Stevenson, but, re- 
membering 1948, they do not 
dare to say so. With a few ex- 
ceptions, they do not even dare 
to announce publicly in favor of 
Stevenson as second choice since 
this might be interpreted as hos- 
tility to Truman. 

Palace Guard Hard at Work. 

At the same time, those whose 
power is directly dependent on 
Fruman’s continued presence in 
the White House are maneuver- 
ing astutely. Knowing that Tru- 
man likes Stevenson personally, 


so far in advance ties the state 
delegation to one candidate, more 
or less by default. 

Despite their long minority 
status, Wisconsin Democrats in 
late years have rebuilt their party 
steadily and broadened its appeal. 
They have had to work hard for 
unity and they dislike to see it 
imperiled. 

Republicans will make a strong 
bid for Wisconsin next fall. Help- 
ing them is a keen primary con- 
test which will bring Senator Taft 
into the state twice, once for 
nearly two weeks. Gov. Earl War- 
ren of California will invade in an 
effort to gather up his own and 
Eisenhower strength, and Harold 
—— also is on the G.O.P. bal- 
ot.

LATIN AMERICAN INTEREST 
—Though continental Americans 
have paid little attention to the 
new look in Puerto Rico, it has 
aroused great interest in Latin 
America, for various countries of 
the Caribbean — Cuba, Panama, 
Central America, Venezuela—are 
tied-to the United States both by 
commerce and friendship. These 
ties are so close that their econ- 
omy is almost completely depend-

“No Longer Docile.” 


“The ‘docile’ masses of the 
world are no longer docile,” 
Mitchell writes. “Hungry, op- 
pressed, miserable people hear 
about the material paradise 
achieved by countries like the 
United States, and then try blun- 
deringly to get some of that para- 
dise for themselves, 


“The United States is partly to 
blame; she advertises her riches,” 
Mitchell says. “Nevertheless, even 
if she tried to stop advertising, 
the world’s peoples would con- 
tinue to hear and to envy. 

“No other people in the world 
are as well fitted to lead world 
in a_ technological 
sense, as are the Ameri¢ans. Our 
goods, our tools, our skills nomi- 
nate us to this leadership. No 
other people has them in great 
enough quantities for domestic 
needs; nowhere but in the United 
States do they exist in exportable 
quantities, 

“There still will be the cry of 
‘imperialism’ by those who know 
better, but who use the cry to 
cloak their real fear—that of per- 
sonal loss if the reforms are 
effected. 

“For such reactionary and sel- 
fish elements of society there is 
(however) a potent argument— 
strengthened every day by the 
Soviet Union: ‘Sponsor reform in 
your own country, lead your peo- 
ple in the twentieth century revo- 
lution or Communism will do it 
for you’.” 

Some Valuable Lessons. 

American experience with 
agrarian unrest in Korea has 
taught valuable lessons, Mitchell 
believes. Some of these are: 

1. Sale of land holdings to ten- 
ants who will farm the property 
themselves wins great popular 
support. 

2. Outright abolition of absen- 
tee landlordism is preferable to 
reforms in the relations of ten- 
ants and landlords. Present evils 
in land tenure systems “are too 
deep to be cured by legal nib- 
bling, and the government per- 


3. Certain of these systems of 
tenure discourage efficient farm- 
ing. When such systems are abol- 
ished and tenants acquire owner- 
ship of the land, agricultural pro- 
duction increases. . 

Requires Much Preparation. 

4. Large-scale sales of land re- 
quire an “immense” program of 
administrative preparation. 

5. If scattered farm holdings 
are to be consolidated, the land 
should first be accurately sur- 
veyed and valued, and the hold- 
ings should be consolidated be- 
fore the land is sold. 

6. Improvements in other 
phases of agricultural life’ are 
necessary, in addition to the sale 
of land to tenants, if “true agrar- 
ian reform” is to be achieved. 

“Most important, of course, is 
education of adults as well as 
children,” Mitchell «ays “The 
Extension Service idea in’ the 
United States, the folk schoo} sys- 


rural educational ideas must be 
tried and combined to find the 
right formula. 


Credit System Needed. 

“A carefully designed system 
of agricultural credit is neces- 
sary to prevent the petty money 
lenders from absorbing any eco- 
nomic gains made by the new 
farm owners. 

“Farmer co-operative programs 
must be encouraged to enable the 
tenant-purchasers to buy their 
supplies, market their products 
and invest in capital equipment. 

“Changes must be made in the 
tax systems. Historically, farm- 
ers have borne the brunt of une 
just taxation. In the underdevel- 
oped areas, much of the great 
wealth of merchants and industri- 
alists escapes taxation—the tax 
burden for the governments which 
are wasteful and corrupt, and for

For 1952—More Progress 


munity of the St. Louis area—these are the 


“ most urgent goals for 1952 which emerge from 


an inventory of community assets and liabilities. 

Two years after the Post-Dispatch analyzed 
the St. Louis problem in the series of articles 
entitled “Progress or Decay? St. Louis Must 
Choose,” the inventory shows, as Richard G. 
Baumhoff reported Sunday, some substantial 
progress in many fields along with continued 
decay and a sometimes disappointing slowness 
in translating plans into action. | 

St. Louis during the past year has been gear- 
ing itself to the national defense effort. Its in- 
dustries have been expanding at a record rate. 
Private housing has been necessarily restricted, 
yet the St. Louis Housing Authority has pressed 
forward with marked progress in slum clearance 
and the construction of low-rent dwellings. 

The city took a long step forward in educa- 
tion when it approved a higher tax rate and a 
bond issue to finance new schools, 15 of which 
are to be completed or get started this year. 

Against these achievements must be set the 
fact that the problems the community faces in 
building a better life and a better city remain 
just as challenging as they were two years ago. 
Urban redevelopment to restore the vitality of 
the center is still a plan, not a reality; the 
challenge for 1952 is to move rapidly toward 
the brick and mortar stage. 

No task looms larger or carries more meaning 
for the whole metropolitan area than that of 
opening up the arteries of movement within 
the area where 1,732,600 persons live and work. 
A mass transit system that will function at maxi- 
mum efficiency and minimum cost—streets and 
expressways that will end the strangulation of 
costly traffic jams—unity of effort among the 
central city and its neighboring communities— 
these stand high on the budget of future 
endeavor. 

Progress or decay? 

The St. Louis area has already made its 
choice for progress. As we face forward, let 
us resolve to strengthen the sense of purpose 
by which the decision can flower into better 
homes, better’ schools, better transportation, 
better group relations, better medical care and 
all the other assets which make up a vital and 
flourishing community. ~* 
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Blending Music and Art 


An interesting experiment was carried out 
most successfully on the St. Louis Symphonette 
program Sunday night over KSD-TV. While 
the orchestra, under direction of Harry Farb- 
man, played compositions of four noted musi- 
cians, Perry T. Rathbone, director of the City 
Art Museum, described representative works 
by four artists who lived in the same periods as 
the musicians and were affected by similar 
social and cultural influences. 

Thus while the orchestra played Bach’s G-/ 
string air, the TV audience saw, and heard in- 
formed comments on, the landscapes and alle- 
gories of the French seventeenth-century paint- 
er, Nicolas Poussin. Then the ranging themes 
of the-Russian Rimsky-Korsakov were related to 
the free and spirited drawings of England’s 
Aubrey Beardsley. Debussy’s impressionistic 
music was accompanied by a showing of the 
impressionistic paintings of Monet. Finally 
Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue and John Marin’s 
pictures of Brooklyn Bridge, the Woolworth 
Building and other city-age scenes were pre- 
sented together. 


The Symphonette, which is sponsored by the 
Laclede Gas Co., is now in its second season 
of pleasure-giving. Surely the idea of associat- 
ing music with art, to enlarge the pleasure and 
value of the program, is worth trying again 
sometime. 
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Infrastructure, Faugh 

In his report to the people on the NATO 
meetings at Lisbon, Secretary Acheson disa- 
vowed responsibility for the use of the word 
“infrastructure” to describe the network of bases 
and communications that will support the NATO 
armed forces. He said he did not know how this 
thing got started. He called it a heavy handi- 
cap to the building of the Atlantic community. 

A shrug of the diplomatic shoulder, we think, 
is an altogether inadequate response to the 
frightful outrage inflicted on the language by 
“infrastructure.” The people have bravely en- 
dured the phasing out of programs, the appoint- 
ment of administrative task forces, the launching 
of operations so-and-so, the buildups, the stretch- 
outs, the interim adjustments, the cut-off dates, 
the scheduling and screening and stabilizing and 
know-how that seem to go with government 
these days. “Infrastructure” is too much to bear. 

The Secretary of State should have frankly 
said so, and suggested a better word. At the 
very least, he could appoint a task force = come 
up with one. 
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500,000 Resignations 


Unfriendly critics sometimes refer to Govern- 
ment servants as people with their noses in the 
public trough. It may come as something of a 
shock to them to learn that the public trough is 
not proving to be attractive to enough noses for 
its own good. 

One fourth of all Government employes quit 
their job every year, a mass exodus of 500,000 
persons from the public service. The results are 
confusion in the service and costly expense in 
training replacements, points out the Special 
Committee on Personnel of the Citizens Com- 
mittee for the Hoover report. 

Trying to find out why Government employ- 
ment proves to be so unattractive to so many 
so soon, a task force of the Committee on the 
Organization of the Executive Branch turned to 
the colleges. From 92 institutions 3448 seniors 
replied—and only one in four had any desire to 
work for the Government. Former Government 
employes who had voluntarily quit were polled 
and with a remarkable degree of unanimity said 
the reasons why they got out of Government 
service were low pay and slow advancement. 

The Civil Service is to blame, among other 
factors, in this wasteful yearly turnover, the 
special committee believes. It remarks on the 
fact that Civil Service operates under rules that 
have not been changed since the commission 
was created 69 years ago. 

Civil Service loses many good workers before 
it gets them. When the commission was set up 
in 1883 it had only 10,000 employes to look after, 
and could offer appointment immediately after 
an examination. Now there is-a lapse of five to 
nine months between examinations and job of- 
fers, and in that interim 40 to 60 per cent of eli- 
gible applicants take jobs in private employment. 

Civil Service discourages many of the re- 
mainder, who take Government jobs, into quit- 
ting. The trouble basically is that its influence 
in Government service is negative. It was cre- 
ated to keep politics out of appointments, pro-

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United States Forces in J epan 

The agreement with Japan for the 
maintenance of American troops in that country 
is a most unusual pact. Here is not a conqueror 
insisting on garrisoning the territory.of the van- 
quished, but rather an ally posting soldiers for 
mutual defense. Yet the Japanese are required 
to contribute $155,000,000 a year to the support 
of these forces, to renounce criminal jurisdic- 
tion and to exempt them from taxation. 

Obviously this arrangement limits Japanese 
sovereignty, and so it may be expected to come 
under the attack of the opposition parties in 
Tokyo. Still, under existing world conditions, it 
may be defended readily enough. 

Korea has clearly demonstrated the possibili- 
ty of aggression in the Far East. American as 


well as Japanese interests are at stake. Japan — 


is in no position to protect these interests, so it 
is vital that America should be able to do so. 

Further, Australia and other Pacific nations 
still have their doubts about the Japanese, and 
these are quieted by what amounts to American 
military control over the island nation. 

No doubt the arrangement will be modified 
as the international situation improves. Eventu- 
ally it may come to resemble the agreements 
under which we have naval bases in Cuba and 
Bermuda, and air bases in England and North 
Africa. It may even be ended altogether. 

For the time being, however, it must very 
much resemble the occupation under a new 
name. This will call for a great deal of diplo- 
macy on the part of all connected with American 
forces in Japan. They will have to be careful 
to respect Japan’s newly restored sovereignty 
and to conduct themselves in such a way.as not 
to unduly offend Japanese sensibilities. Japan's 
“partnership” must be more than a word. The 
American commander cannot be a proconsul. 

In short, there is a military mission of great 
magnitude to be carried out, but this must be 
done while cementing a new Japanese friend- 
ship instead of alienating it. The task will not 
be easy.

King of Lobbyists 
A most interesting sidelight of the King sub- 
committees’ investigations of tax evasion in Cali- 
fornia was the matter of Arthur H. Samish, a big 
man physically and a grandiose lobbyist. Nobody 
has ever exposed all his regal influence. 
Chairman King said his committee was inter- 


' ested in a $935,000 fund raised by the Cali- 


fornia Brewers’ Institute, which Samish virtual- 
ly created. He also administered the fund. The 
Institute says the money was used for “public 
relations.” Samish admits much of it was spent 
in political campaigns, but he kept no record of 
how he spent it. 

This is fairly typical of his free-wheeling tac- 
tics for many groups. Samish has had a hand 
in electing politicians in California. He has been 
known to refer to the Legislature as “my baby.” 
He has shown a cynical disrespect for public 
opinion and a healthy regard for what money 
can do. The Philbrick report, the result of a 
1935-37 investigation, observed that Samish had 
doled out thousands of dollars and Said: 

As long as lobbying of the type and on the 
scale practiced by Samish is countenanced 
there will be corruption in the Legislature. 
For he seeks to establish, and the evidence 
shows he has in some instances established, 

a secretive “fourth branch” of the govern- 

ment—in effect a super-government over- 

riding the legislative, executive and judicial 
branches. 


It would be a vast favor to the public—the 
gullible public, as Samish has viewed it—if the 
King subcommittee or any other investigative 
group would find out just whom the lobby king 
rules with his greenbacked power. 
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Gov. Payne Shows Gov. Kohler 


Eyes are on New Hampshire these days on 
account of the approaching presidential primary. 
Little moticed so far, a real battle is taking 
form across the New Hampshire state line in 
Maine where Senator Owen Brewster is the 
Republican incumbent and a candidate for re- 
nomination. 

Senator Brewster is not at the bottom in the 


‘ upper branch of Congress but he is_ certainly 


one of the less valuable members. Maine’s other 
G.O.P. Senator, Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith, 
stands out above him in sharp contrast. 

Is Senator Brewster going to have renomina- 
tion by default as Senator McCarthy may have 
it in Wisconsin? Not at all. Maine’s Republican 
Governor, Frederick G. Payne, is going after the 
senatorial nomination, and Sumner T. Pike, for- 
merly with the SEC and AEC, has declared for 
Gov. Payne. " 

We wonder if Gov. Walter J. Kohler does not 
feel somewhat ashamed when he reads that 
Maine’s Governor is doing what Gov. Kohler 
himself was urged to do in Wisconsin. 
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Athlete Recruiting and the Big Seven 
Are the rules just drawn up by the American 
Council on Education for eliminating commer- 
cialism from college sports to be honored more 
in the breach than by observance? When it 
comes to their own campus or conference, are 
the college presidents and their faculty repre- 
sentatives going to yield once more to the 
coaches? Are they going to tolerate condemned 
practices which the coaches insist are necessary 
if they are to have a winner? 


Some of the straws in the wind point to such 
a conclusion. A case of particular interest in 
this area is the weekend decision of the Big 
Seven Conference permitting alumni and friends 
of the conference schools to pay the expenses of 
high school athletes for a visit to the institutions. 
This recruiting of players by outsiders was most 
rigorously condemned by the college presidents 
who drew up the new code. The Ivy League 
banned such activities. And in a column re- 
cently reprinted on this page, Arthur Daley_of 
The New York Times said that these “unofficial 
talent-suppliers” are “the yawning loophole in 
every Sanity Code that ever existed.” 

So the Big Seven’s attitude is hardly encour- 
aging. It does not help much that the confer- 
ence somewhat restricted off-campus recruiting 
by coaches—especially not since the coaches are 
permitted to solicit high school boys by tele- 
phone, telegram and letter—and to talk to them 
at length on the campus. 

In this case, the big time. sports advocates 
obviously have had their way over the educators.

The Budget as Literature

It is as big as a telephone directory and slightly more readable; 
full of facts, it is no guide to waste in government, since func- 
tions can all be defended; deficit estimates are unreliable but 
budget’s size is a unifying force—all can agree that it should be cut.

The budget of the United States Gov- 
ernment is about the same shape, thick- 
ness, and color as the Boston Telephone 
Directory and on the whole it is more 
readable. 

For all its matter-of-fact style, the 
budget is a portentous document. No other 
annual release by the Government gives 
as much information on the state of the 
public business, past and prospective, and 
the public business is now a strikingly 
large proportion of all business. However, 
this more cosmic information occupies only 
a small part of the total volume—it can 
all be gleaned from 
what is summarized 
by the President in 
his Budget Message, 
which comprises the 
first 80-odd pages. 

The rest of the 
budget is an enor- 
mously and not al- 
ways fascinatingly 
detailed outline of 
the incredibly varied 
activities of the Gov- 
ernment of _ the 
United States. 

It can be learned 
from a scrutiny of J. K. Galbraith 
these pages, for ex- 
ample, that the Army has a small appropri- 
ation ($3750) for paying the debts to the 
Academy of cadets dismissed from West 
Point during their first year. 

Also that the Department of the Interior 
last year spent $11 and this year is spend- 
ing $4454 on estimates of the cost of de- 
veloping a monument called the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial. (It is no- 
where made clear whether the word “Ex- 
pansion” modifies Jefferson, the Memorial, 
or the Nation.) 

Also that $7,200,000 was donated last 
year to the Treasury “Conscience Fund,” 
it being a year of singularly bad and strik- 
ingly solvent consciences. 

There is a popular superstition that the 
budget also details all of the wasteful ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government. Ac- 
cording to this myth, it remains only for 
a determined man to arm himself with a 
cleaver. a meat-ax, or some other symboli- 
cal weapon, and hack out all the costly 
nonsense it contains. 

Unhappily, it isn’t so. The United States 
Government is an enormously wasteful en- 
terprise, but as a guide to such waste the 
budget is nearly useless. 

Waste in government consists of com- 
fortably and uncomfortably unemployed 
men in the Pentagon talking to their 
twice-unemployed secretaries or trying to 
avoid doing so. It consists also of pay- 
ments to farmers for soil-improving prac- 
tices that they would undertake anyway, 
or to airlines to develop routes over which 
little mail and not much else is carried. 

It finances travel which seems important 
only to the traveler, if to him, and it takes 
a thousand other forms. None of this is 
identified by the budget; all of it is dis- 
guised in 


rendering services or performing func- 
tions—defending the country, conserving 
its soil, developing its communications— 
which are impeccable. 

Good managers in the executive, 
equipped with a geauine desire to save 
money, can eliminate waste. It is a nice 
point whether budget cutters can do much 
about it at all. If they are going to cut, 


‘they must be ready to cut functions, and 


for these a good case can invariably be 
made. 


In the fiscal year, beginning next July . 


1 and ending 12 months later, the Govern- 
ment is scheduled to spend 85.4 billion 
dollars, of which 51.2 billions will go di- 
rectly for the defense establishments and 
65.1 billion, or all but about 20 billion of 
the total, will go either for defense or such 
related props to national security as the 
development of atomic energy, the foreign- 
aid programs, and the development of the 
merchant marine. To cover these ex- 
penditures, a total of 71 billion in tax 
revenues is in sight. 

The citizen has two nearly automatic 
reactions to these sums—the first is to 
their awesome magnitude as such and the 
second is to the size of the gap between 
revenues and prospective expenditures. 
It is a reasonably safe guess that it is the 
deficit that will attract the most attention. 


The estimate of the prospective deficit 
is a notably unreliable statistic. In recent 
times it has rarely been within billions of 
dollars of the actual figure. It is not even 
clear that this estimate should be regarded 
as a serious forecast ‘at all. 


The size of the budget, by contrast, is 
a great and overpowering fact. During 
the present fiscal year it will be almost 
half again as great as the total dollar 
value of national income in 1932, and ex- 
penditures will come to about 25 per cent 
of current national income. Next year 
they will be an estimated 29 per cent. 


From one point of view there is com- 
fort in these figures. These expenditures 
are certain, and sbecause they are subject 
to none of the vagaries that have made 
speculation on the course of the business 
cycle temporarily obsolete, they largely 
eliminate the danger of any important 
drop in American business activity. 


There is also comfort in the fact that, 
however painful the process of diverting 
SO mary resources to government, no one 
in the United States will starve as a result. 


On the other hand, Government expen- 
ditures in 1952-1953 will clearly be getting 
close to the point where they pose a choice 
between taxation that, because of the 
sheer size of the bite, is both painful and 
technically difficult to administer, and 
inflationary tensions which are undeniably 
dangerous. 

There was a happy day when liberals 
could scoff at conservative fears about 
spending and taxation that was reaching 
the “breaking point.” And the magnitudes 
once pictured as insufferable were, in fact, 
ludicrously small. Doubtless there is still 
room for maneuver but it is getting small- 
er. The budget, in other words, has be- 
come a force for national unity. Most peo- 
ple can agree that the sooner it can safely

1860s, this Scottish clergyman traveled 
leisurely and widely month after month 
before returning to his native land to 
write a volume which must have answered 
most of the questions of his curious 
countrymen about the United States. 


Armed with letters of introduction to 
many leading Americans, Macrae records 
human and informal word pictures of such 
men as Henry Ward Beecher, Robert E. 
Lee, George H.,Stuart and Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, Dram#? is packed into his com- 
ment on a session of the Virginia Legis- 
lature, his picture 
of the “fighting edi- 
tor” he saw in Rich- 
mond, and his record 
of election day ace 
tivity in Boston. 

American women, 
precocious children, 
Pullman cars, night 
classes, Negrochurch ~— 
services, steamboat- 
ing on the Missis- 
sippi, whittling, daily 
newspapers, drinking 
habits, lyceum speak- 
ers—all these and 
scores of other areas 
of American life 
drew the attention of this observant 
clergyman, 

Entering our country in late 1868, the - 
author moved slowly by rail from New 
England to Georgia and thence to New 
Orleans.

Seeing and describing 
countless details, the Rev. Macrae also 
reflected upon what he saw and arrived 
at some interesting and valid broad con- 
clusions concerning America and the 
Americans of 1868-1869.

Conversational interludes and humorous 
anecdotes characterize much of the writ- 
ing. His topical approach to his subject 
suggests that the returned traveler seri- 
ously mulled over his notes before pro- 
ducing this work which, though published 
in the British Isles in 1871, now, appears 
in this country for the first time. 

As a spiritually inclined intellectual, 
the traveler was most comfortable in New 
England, especially Boston. As one in- 
terested in human freedom and progress, 
the postwar South held his attention and 
challenged his imagination. For some rea- 
gon the Mississippi basin, from New Or- 
leans to Chicago, is accorded but three 
of 63 chapters. 

Everywhere American energy and size 
impressed him. The Rev. Macrae’s sym- 
pathetic record of American life of the 
late 1860s is markedly unlike the travel 
accounts numerous more famous and em- 
bittered Britons wrote concerning mid- 
nineteenth-century America.

Diverse Exhibition Liveliest 
of Six Opening Here 
Over Weekend.

About 100 drawings, scale mod- 
els and finished specimens of di- 
verse objects intended to exem- 
plify modern functionalism are in- 
cluded in the Artists’ Guild’s sec- 
ond annual “Good Design” exhi- 
bition, which opened yesterday 
with an open house at the guild 
galleries, 812 Union boulevard. 
The guild show turned out tobe 
the diveliest of six that opened in 
St. Louis over the weekend. 

Though slightly smaller than 
last year’s display, this new col- 
lection furnishes a _ surprisingly 
extensive sampling of the pro- 
duction of experimental design- 
ers of St. Louis, St. Louis county 
and neighboring Illinois com- 
munities. Also on view are con- 
tributions from Washington Uni- 
versity schools of architecture 
and fine arts. 

The range is from ‘chaste and 


by Maria Regnier, noted Brent- 
wood craftsman honored at the 
City Art Museum in the last Mis- 
souri show, to student essays in 
fashion illustration and package 
design that are hardly trail- 
blazers. 

Some of the fresh ideas 
brought to light, visiting archi- 
tects and designers pointed out, 
are executed without regard to 
practicality. An unusual table 
lamp, for example, is notably un- 
stable. 

Radio Cabinets Discussed. 

Radio cabinets with strong, 
clean lines were among the most 
talked-of exhibits. Almost total- 
ly inclosed, they do not cause 
tubes to overheat because plenty 
of extra space is allowed, it was 
emphasized by the young design- 
er, Willard K. Martin of Belle- 
ville. 

His symmetry of design tri- 
umphs over functionalism to the 
extent that volume-control and 
station-finder knobs are identical 
and without’ calibration of any 
kind. Addition of dials would be 
a very simple matter, he said. 
Among the most admired ob- 
jects were coffee tables from 
Joseph Tanaka’s furniture design 
class at Washington University 
School of Architecture. These, 
solidly constructed and planned 
for long life, effectively exploit 
grains of oak, mahogany and wal- 
nut in juxtaposition with copper 
containers for plants. 

The monumental lines of the 
tables, intended for the most part 
to stay put, provide contrast with 
the light and airy nearby models 
of chairs made of metal tubing 
and foam rubber. Like Tanaka’s 
own children’s chair, built for 
kindergarten use and_e easily 
stacked, these models suggest ease 
of movement making for flexibili- 


ty of arrangement.

than because these are NOT, po- 
litically, OUR frontiers. What we 
must do is to assist these people 
to regain their confidence and get 
on their own military feet. 


“The American MATERIAL ef- 
fort, I think, could and should be 
limited as to LENGTH OF TIME; 
I consider if an error to try to 
predict and fix its limits, as of 
this moment, in terms of exact de- 
gree of effort. While I do not 
know the length of time that 
some occuptional troops may be 
in Germany, I would say this: 

“If in ten years, all American 
troops stationed in Europe for 
national defense purposes have 
not been returned to the United 
States, then this whole project 
will have failed.” 

“Live and Let Live.” 


In the first of the Gabriel Sil- 
ver lectures at Columbia Univer- 
sity two years ago, Gen. Eisen- 
hower developed anether theme 
in foreign relations, one which 
might be described as “live and 
let live.” 

It came in this passage in his 
lecture: 

“There is no need to remake 
the world outside the Soviet sys- 
tem, in the likeness of the United 
States or any other country. But 
I suggest that we recognize that 
every culture, developed in the 
world, has been worked out by 
its possessors to meet the circum- 
stances of their own environment. 

“Each race and each nation 
can learn from every other. 
There is none so close to self- 
sufficiency that it can do with- 


others; none so primitive that it 
has not amassed a wisdom that 
can possibly enlighten even the 
most advanced.”

VIOLET HEMING, the actress, who is also Mrs.

Miss Heming, who lives here but has been re- 
hearsing in New Yorl for the past few months, was 
interviewed on the subject when she opened in her 
new play, “Dear Barbarians.” : 


“Washington has so much protocol,” she ob- 
served.

Since Canasta is a game of the 
Rummy family, players experi- 
enced in other forms of Rummy 
tend to apply to Canasta the hab- 
its they have developed in playing 
those other games. For example: 


It is late in the play and the 
player of this hand wants to go 
out. There are many melds on 
both sides, and canastas on both 
sides, but the only two melds we 
have to bother with are aces and 
fives—both melded by the op- 
ponents, neither melded by this 
player or his partner. 


Even after all this time, a Ca- 
nasta player will occasionally try 
to “lay off” his five on the op- 
ponents’ meld of fives. Of course, 
he can’t do that. In Canasta you 
may add only to your own melds 
—not to those of the opponents. 


Then there is the question of 
melding the aces. Occasionally a 
player in this position will, put 
down A-A-2, and an opponent will 
object. “You can’t meld aces,” 
he will say. “We've already meld- 
ed them.” That is another misap- 
prehension. The same side may 
not have two separate melds in 
the same rank. However, 4t is 
entirely legal to meld in a rank 
your opponents have already 
melded. 


With the hand shown you can’t 
go out ‘because you can’t get rid 
of the five-spot), but you may 
meld the aces if you want to.

to Wield Wide Influence; He and

ON, March 3. 
ATE has landed the fabulous 
Dickie Mountbatten in a new 
role, the biggest of his life. 
At 51, the distinguished sailor, 
titled aristocrat, relative of roy- 
alty, the man who gave India 
back to the Indians, has become 
a major power behind the British 
throne now occupied by a new 

sovereign, Queen Elizabeth II. 

This news has been received 
with mixed emotions both here 
and abroad. For Dickie and Ed- 
wina, his 
handsome, brilliant, unconven- 
tional couple, have made ‘both 
friends and enemies as they have 
gone through life. 

Some Americans remember 
that Dickie and Gen. Vinegar Joe 
Stilwell did not get along well to- 
gether when Dickie was Supreme 
Allied Commander in Southeast 
Asia the latter part of the war. 

Here at home, a certain section 
of the aristocracy and the Tory 
political party have never for- 
given Dickie and Edwina for pre~ 
sidirig over the liquidation of the 
Indian empire, that brightest 
jewel in the imperial crown. 

But Dickie and Edwina have 
never cared a hoot about what 
other people thought and -it has 
not hurt his career. 

Dickie’s appointment to take 
over in May of this year as com- 
mander-in-chief of the British 
Mediterranean fleet was an- 
nounced before the King died. 

Britons are curious now as to 
whether Earl Mountbatten of 
Burma, who is also known as V. 
Adm. Louis (Francis Albert Vic- 
tor Nicholas) Mountbatten, will 
proceed to the Mediterranean 
post as planned or remain in Lon- 
don to take up an appointment 
with the young new Queen. 

Some people say he loves the 
Navy too much to leaye it now. 
He has had a brilliant career, is 
Fourth Sea Lard now and if he 
keeps on could undoubtedly wind 
up as First Sea Lord, the highest 
post that the senior service has to 
offer.’ This would please him, for, 
apart from the natural pride he 
would take in the achievement, it 
would help compensate for the 
slight on his family’s honor in the 
days when his father was First 
Sea Lord. 

His father, Prince Louis of Bat- 
tenberg, was forced to resign at 
the start of the first World War 
because of an agitation about his 
German origin. (His mother was 
Princess Victoria, a granddaugh- 
ter of Queen Victoria.) In 1917 
his father relinquished his title 
and changed the family name to 
Mountbatten, which is how Bat- 
tenberg translates into English. 

But Dickie Mountbatten left the 
Navy once before when duty 
called, the Navy he has served 
ever since his naval education at 
Osborne. (which the Duke of 
Windsor and the late King at- 
tended) and Dartmouth, the Navy 
which remembers him as _ its 
finest signals officer, the Navy 
which will never forget his gal- 
lant last engagement in the de- 
stroyer Kelly, a story which in- 
spired Noel Coward’s dramatic 
wartime film, “In: Which We 
Serve.” 

Mountbatten left the Navy once 
before to become the last Viceroy 
of India in 1947 and there is no

doubt that if Queen Elizabeth 
wished him to serve her in some 
capacity he would leave it again. 

Whether or not he does receive 
an official appointment, he will 
be one of the major powers be- 
hind the throne now. 

He not only is generally cred- 
ited with having “made _ the 
match” between Elizabeth and 
Philip, but he is related to them 
both. He is related to Elizabeth 
through being a cousin of. her 
father, the late King. He is Phil- 
ip’s uncle. 

Philip is more than nephew, 
however. He is almost a son to 
Dickie and Edwina, who have two 
daughters but no son of their 
own. As a child, Prince Philip’s 
hero and the inspiration for his 
own naval career was his sailor 
uncle, When he came home on 
holiday from the bdarding school 
he attended in Scotland, it was 
to one of the several homes of 
the Mountbattens — whichever 
one they happened “to be living 
in at the moment—where he was 
welcomed and made to feel as 
much at home as though he were 
a son.

HEN Philip— Prince Philip 
Wee Greece—became a natur- 
alized Englishman before his 
marriage, he took his uncle's 


name, Mountbatten. When Philip . 


and Elizabeth were married they 
spent the first part of their 
honeymoon at Broadlands, Rom- 
sey, the Mountbatten estate in 
Hampshire. 

So significant has the name 
Mountbatten come to be in royal 
affairs, it will even be borne by 
the future King of England. 

Three-year-old Prince Charles 
bears his father’s surname, as in 
any ordinary marriage, and when 
he comes to the throne the name 
of Mountbatten will replace Wind- 
sor as the name of Britain’s 
royal family. Charles will be the 
first sovereign of the House of 
Mountbatten after the passing of 
his mother, Queen Elizabeth, the 
last sovereign of the House of 
Windsor.

If you are fond of caramel cus- 
tards, it is a good idea to make 
up a batch of syrup and to store 
it in the refrigerator for future 
use. This is much easier than 
preparing caramel enough for ime 
mediate use. Let me remind you 
that if you are using homogenized 
milk, for some unknown reason, 
it takes a much longer time for 
the custards to bake. To get a 


good baked custard, the cups must 


be set in water while baking. This 

is a nuisance but without it no 

one has ever found a way to pro- 

duce a creamy, delicate product. 
Baked Custard. 

Three eggs, slightly beaten, 
three tablespoons sugar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, three cups milk, 
nutmeg 


Combine slightly beaten eggs, 
sugar, salt and milk, and stir until 
sugar is dissolved. Pour in cus- 
tard cups, sprinkle with nutmeg, 
and place cups in pan of hot wa- 
ter. Bake in moderate oven (375 
degrees F.) until set, about 25 
minutes. The custard will be 
cooked when mixture does not 
adhere to knife when inserted. 
Cool quickly by placing cups in 
cold water. Yield: six custards.
